chafing.

CO LUM BUS, Ohio (A P ) — 
An $8.5 million, 24-story dor­ 
mitory at Ohio State Uni­ 
versity may stand vacant this 
autumn because of a decline 
in freshman enrollment and 
changing 
life 
styles 
of 
i students. 
Milton Overholt, university 
director of student housing, 
said this autumn’s freshman 
class will total about 6,000 
students. 2,000 below the level 
five years ago when Lincoln 
Tower first opened. 
Besides the smaller fresh­ 
man class. Overholt 
said, 
students’ 
life 
styles 
have 
changed, 
"w e 
talked 
to 
students about this, then tried 
to provide more options in 
residence halls where their 
needs would he satisfied." 
The 
options 
include 
coeducational 
dormitories 
and liberalized visitation by 
members of the opposite sex. 
He admits the options have 
not produced much change. 
Vacant or occupied, 
the 
university faces a debt of 
$428,000 
this 
year 
on 
the 
principal 
and 
interest 
on 
bonds used to build Lincoln 
Tower. 
The university charged 
$1,835 a year for room and 
board. 
Of 
that 
amount, 
Overholt 
said, 
$290 
per 
student per year is used to 
retire the bonds. 
Lincoln and its companion 
dorm. Morrill Tower, were 
built five years ago along the 
Olentangy River just south of 
Ohio Stadium. Morrill will 
open this autumn with an 
occupancy of more than 1.200 
students. 
Overholt said an additional 
400 students are needed to 
open the 
1,380-bed Lincoln 
Tower In an effort to attract 
more students, the university 
has extended to Sept. 8 the 
deadline for enrollment for 
transfer students and fresh­ 
men. 
A decision on the future of 
the dormitory is expected in 
two weeks, he said. 
The director said an empty 
Lincoln Towers presents a 
considerable problem to the 
university. He adds, “ We had 
not anticipated this.” 
The growth 
of 
branch 
campuses 
and 
the 
nonexistent threat of the 
military draft probably have 
lead to the decline in fresh­ 
man enrollment, he said.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP* 
Two researchers have devel­ 
oped an electronic system 
which projects television im­ 
ages into the skin of blind 
persons to help them discern 
objects, measure distances, 
and even read normal print 
Widespread practical use 
of the device is still several 
years off. the scientists say, 
but eventually it could enable 
the blind to move alxmt freely 
and enter professions from 
which they have previously 
been excluded. 
The experimental system is 
the product of eight years of 
work 
by 
Drs. 
Carter 
C. 
Collins and Paul Bach-y-Rita 
at 
the 
University 
of 
the 
Pacific’s 
Smith-Kettlewell 
Institute of Visual Research 
here. 
A person using the portable 
system wears a pair of eye­ 
glass frames on which is 
mounted a tiny television 
camera made up of hundreds 
of transistors. 
The camera is connected 
through a vest-worn bat ten- 
network to a shield of elec­ 
trodes taped to the subject’s 
stomach. 
The 
entire 
unit 
weighs less than five pounds. 
When the transistors scan 
objects in front of them, they 
send the exact pattern to the 
corresponding electrodes, 
which then trace the image 
on the stomach in a series of 
electrical impulses. 
“ Thus if we held up the 
shape of a square in front of a 
person wearing the camera, 
he would fee! the electrodes 
literally drawing a square on 
his 
stomach,” explained 
Collins. 
The electrical stimulation 
is safe and painless, Collins 
said 
He described 
it 
as 
feeling “ likea light vibration, 
or a fly crawling across the 
skin.” 


He said the stomach was 
chosen because “ it offers a 
large area of sensitive skin” 
and can support the square- 
foot matrix of 4mm diameter 
electrodes. 


A blind person using the 
system can learn to “ read” 
the alphabet in “ a few dozen 
hours.” 
Collins said. 
The 
system has been used on 
about 70 blind subjects at the 
institute, and several sighted 
volunteers wearing blind­ 
folds 


Collins said the units might 
eventually be available for 
private use at a cost of about 
$5.000 apiece.. 


He feels the system’s most 
immediate use would be for 
educating the congenitally 
blind 
and 
rehabilitating 
persons who have lost their 
sight
